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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Applicants' communication paper dated 5/21/04 is acknowledged. Together with 
their earlier amendment(s), applicants have cancelled claims 4,5,13-17,21-28, 32,34,35, 
and amended claims 1,18,29,31 ,36-38.Therefore, the claims under consideration are 
the claims 1-3,6-12,18-20,29-31,33,36-38, which are renumbered as claims 1-20 
respectively. 

3. The claims 1-3,6-12,18-20,29-31,33,36-38 as now presented have clarity and are 
definite. Therefore, the rejections made under 35 U.S.C. 112 paragraph second are 
withdrawn. 

4. Applicants' cancellation of claims and various amendments as stated earlier, 
have been considered together with their remarks and arguments, and found 
persuasive for withdrawal of rejections made under 35 U.S.C. 112 paragraph one. 
Therefore, these rejections are now withdrawn. 

5. The closest prior art of record reference Suzuki et al (EP 974576) teaches 
method of producing benzamide derivatives. See abstract, compound 9 in page 5, 
Compounds 17-1 to 17-3 in page 9, and claims 1-29 in pages 23-30. 

6. The reference '576 differs from the instant claims by not having a tetrazole ring 
connected to phenyl ring by a -CH2- bridge, but by a diazole ring connected to phenyl 
ring by a -CO-bridge. 

7. The reference '576 does not indicate or suggest to arrive at the instant claims 
having a core:" Phenyl-Benzofuran-CH2-0-CO-NH-Aryl- (CH2) n-COOH/Tetrazole". 

8. Therefore, the instant invention of Group I (old group II), wherein A = Aryl, G1 
=Benzofuran, G2 = non-heterocyclic group, is deemed to be novel and patentably 
distinct.
